WASHINGTON — Giving the 37 mil- 
lion unins'urcd the same access .to doctors' 
and hospitals as other Americans would 
boost the nation's health care bill by S20 
billion, or 2 percent, two rescarehers say. 

The uninsured already receive $40 billion 
worth of hospital and doctor care eacli year, 
--and a-univcrsal coverage scheme would 
raise their bills to S6l) billion, according to a 
study published Sunday in the jotirnai 
Health Affairs. 

People without insurance now. go to the 
doctor only 60 percent as much as people 
who are covered, and spend only 70 percent 
as much time in hospiiuls. 

Stephen H. Long and M. Susan Marquis, 
.senior economists with the Rand Corp.. a. 
think tank, estimated that if the country 
adopted some form of universal coverage.

Wliai he liad .seen in the Virginia .sky was 
a rare event called an annular eclipse of (he 


’sohrih' which ihe dark disk of the moon 
brieily covers most of the sun’s face, leaving- 
just a thin ring (in Latin, annulus) of sun- 
light. Next week, on May 10, another such 
eclipse will be visible across. the United 
Slates, from New Mexico to Maine. 

Tlie eclipse will Iasi froTTvaboul 10 ii.m. to 
1:30 p.m.MDT. 

Solar eclipses happen when the moon 
passes directly between the Earth and the 


sun. blocking its light. Tlie moon is 400 
times smaller in diameter than the sun, hut 
also 400 limes closer, so the apparent .sizes 
of the two objects in the' sky are almost ex- 
actly the same. That’s what makes possible 
total eclipses, in which the moon perRictly 
covers the sun and allows its fuini ouler at- 
mosphere. called the corona, lo be see.n.

River contains the highest level of 
mercury pollution in water ever

ccnlury mining, according to a 
team of scientists. 

• The mercury levels found in the 
river cast of Carsqp City and in 
the Lohonton Reservoir arc up to 
three limes higher than in any 
-othcrknown-pollutcd watcr.-suid- 
John Warwick, director oft||o,^y- 
drology-hydrogcology program at 
the University of Nevada, Reno. 

“Although wc'vc known about 
a serious mercury problem for 
some time, the severity of. con- 
tamination surprised us,” War- 
wick said Saturday. 

Warwick disclosed findings.of 


the first two years of a thrcc-ycar 
study conducted by scientists 
from (he university, the Desert 
Research Institute, Nevada Bu- 
reau of Mines_and the University 
of Nevada Medical School.

Annular eclipses, which are far less 
spectacular, happen because the 
moon is farther away than usual in its 
slightly oval orbit, making it appear a 
bit smaller than the .sun. At the time 
of this month’s eclipse, the moon will 
be nearly us far away as it ever guts, 
and only 94 percent of the sun’s 
width will be covered. 

Tliat means the sun’s brightness js 
not affccicd much — the sl^ will be 
about one-tenth as bright ns normal 
as much as it would be dimmed by 
a thin cloud layer. By contrast, in a ' 
total eclipse the brightest thing visible 
is the sun’s corona,'which is a million 
times dimmer than the full sun.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 
physics professor believes he’s 
found a way to halt depletion of 
Earth’s ozone layer with electri- 
cal charges delivered by helium 
balloons. 

_ In his experiments at the Uni- 
versity of California, Los Ange- 
les, Alfred Y.'Wong found .that 
electricity disabled the chloMne 
atoms relca.scd by ozone’s at- 
mospheric enemy, chlorofluoro-

ozone moIecuIe.s.

Because the sun is constantly 
creating new ozone, ozone lev- 
els in the atmosphere similarly 
could be rc.stored if the chlorine 
was disabled, Wong wrote in a 
paper being published Monday 
in the journal. Physical Review 
Letters. 

But at least one critic ques- 
tioned the cost and sidc-cffccts 
of such a plan. "Wc arc ex- 
tremely skeptical of. so-called 
gcocriginccring solutions,” said 
Michael Oppenheimer, a senior 
- scientist with the Environmental 
Defense Fund in New York.

Islamic extremists have 
sought lo destabilize the gov- 
emment by driving out foreign- 
ers, who are insirumcnt.-il in run- 
ning the oil-based economy. Al- 
gerian journalists, intellectuals 
and public officials have also 
been targeted. 

At least 4,000 people have 
died in the- rebellion, which be-

Jones, 21 at the 
lime, got upset whciThcr mother sold 
the property for $12,000 in cash — cer- 
tain it was worth at least three times that , 
because the homc. lisicd on the histori- 
cal register, could be restored. 

"I could hear her cussing her momma 
like a sailor— .she thought it was worth 
a lot more money," said one neighbor in 
Jones' hometown of Lonoke, popula- 
tion 2000. 

Jones is the 27-year-oId former 
Arkansas state employee who filed a 
$700,000 lawsuit against President . 
Clinton last week for alleged sexual 
advances. 

And since high school,_she has 
fou^t to escape the yoke orpovefty so 
common in small-town Arkansas and 
“ find financial security.

NYC mayor enforces law barring food vendors

NEW YORK_ — In spring, a young 
man's fancy tufiis'lo thoughls of a nice 
big grilled chicken parmesan hero with 
the works for $4. • 

At l<lasrSant Martino's docs. But 
these days it’s hard to find one on certain 
busy sidewalks in midtown Manhattan. 

Having cracked down oh truants, sub- 
way beggars, and the men who ru.sh out 
with squeegees to dean car windshields 
at stoplights. Mayor Rudolph Giuliani 
...lias.nawrdcclarcd.wai.on'fuodpushcart- 
vendors. 

The decline of this moveable feast can 
be seen in Rockefeller Center at SOth 
Street and Sixth Avenue, where a dozen 
carts onc4 sold soup ($3 for a bowl of 
gazpacho]! to nuts (Sl30 for a bag of al- 
monds). 'The air was filled with the aro-

The biggest ilnlw was Cynthia &

To stop is to fall victim to a terrible sense of

“These arc the compulsions; these arc the ; 

“Now the obsessions arc 
the thoughts, usually of something bad, that 
they have banned someone or that someone’s 
going to be banned if they don’t perform their

OCD cuts a wide swath through the lives of ;

In Idfllio, .smoking causes more 
than 1,300 dcath.s, almost 20 percent 
of the state’s annual death toll. 

However, loss of life i.s only, 
part of the costs in the tobacco- 
use picture. 

The financial cost annually to 
Idahoans is more than S210 mil- 
lion. That includes medical care 
and lost income and productivity 
due lo tobacco-rclatcd disabilities.

I would recommend to “Fred" that 
he enroll in a bo-ating safety course

With his atti- 
tude alone, Fred sounds like a menace 
on the' water.

Still, treatment and understanding 
are belter than ever, specialists say. 
“Wc’rc sitting on'a volcano of new-

says Dr. Joel Saper, a neurologist in 
Ann Arbor. In the late ‘70s he started 
the Michigan Head-Pain & 
Neurological Institute in Ann Arbor 
and the Chelsea unil, the nation's first 
accredited hospital inpatient headache 
program. 

Today he divides his time among 
seeing pratients, teaching and being an . 
advocate for headache issues — from 
better insurance coverage to required 
pain-management courses in medical 
schools. 

There are dozens of kinds of 
headaches, from ones that coincide 
with sinus problems or high blood 
pressure to those triggered by foods 
such as ice cream or the flavor 
-enhancer-morrasudium-gluiamale:— 
Some types of headache are rare; oth- 
ers can’t be treated apart from their 
underlying medical problems. 


But mi^inc, themost common dis-. 
abling type of headache, has attracted a 
field of top-notch researchers and the 
biggest treatment advances. . 

About million Amcricans'have 
migraines; three-fourths arc 'women. 
Most arc ages 25-55, though even 
infants can be affected, which may 
explain colic, some doctors say.

condition ts called menstrual migraine. 

“I think one thing most people 
would agree on” is that migraines ore 
caused by unstable estrogen levels, 
sayst^B Ipading migraine researcher. Dr. 
X.M.A. Welch, chief of.ncurology at 
Ford Hospital. 

He and Ford researchers have used 
sophisticated brain-imaging technolo- 
gy to' chart brain changes during 
.migraine, a major contribution to the 
field. 

They’ve observed how nerve cells 
become "hyper-excitnble, then go to 
sleep,” only to reawaken, causing an 
electrical depression that spreads 
across the ^rasn “like ripples on a 
pond,” hesays. ' ^ ■ 

This firing may-be caused by low 
levels of magnesium in the brain, he 
says. The finding may lead to simple 
interven tions, such lis adding mag ne- 


soiys. In clinical trials'of 14 million 
people, it caused a few heart attacks 
and strokes, Welch says.

Imitrex is “worth try- 
ing,” but “it doesn’t work very well,” 
he says. 

Instead, he recommends hormonal 
drugs, such as oral contraceptives, 
Danocrinc (often used for endometrio- 
sis) and estrogen patches, combined 
with diet gnd~stTeichtng~ex e fe i searln- 
some headache patients with gyneco- 
lo^cal problems, he will also perform 
a hysterectomy, a controversial option. 

Lichten believes most headache 
patients should be seen by family 
physicians and generalists and don’t 
need ho^talization.
